Who works in one of the shoe shops, had 
$5 she had saved oat o4 her earnings abov* 
what the necessities o the household de- 
manded from her. Coming to the chief 
of police she offered 1 im her $o and gave 
him an order on her wages due the next 
Saturday night. In tl is way her husband 
wu set free. Atthe e qpense of a home, 
by an innocent and sut ering woman's hard 
labor, this fine was pa d. 
It was paid in 


the tears and by the long laboring hours 
of that poor woman. 


Now mark fie sense leasness and futility 


of this legal punishau at. Within a fort- 
night the same mun v as again before the 
court for drunkenness, and the wife with 
tears flowinjf down hi r cheeks came to 
the police station to t ell a story of cruelty 
committed against he r by this drunken 
husband, whose ooun fine she had so re- 
cently paid. 


This is but one case Onr police officers 


can tell ot munberlesn cases wherein the 
wives and even the children, of "drunks" 
have had to pay the i<ne of the court. 


Who, then, pays these 
court fines? 


\Vhat good do the,- do? Whom have 
they ever reformed? Whatman's moral 
Hfp have they ever r< ached ?

In the event of ft serious 
accident, these cars can he run to toe place 
of the disaster, where the iujured may bo 
picked up and carried to tho nearest large 
city for treatment instead of being leffi to 
pass long hours nt some wayside station 
while awaiting surgical attendance. It 
also enables the railway companies at cer- 
tain fwneons or upon special occasions to 
transport largo numbers of invalids' to 
health resorts or places of pilgrim ago. 


The interior of Che cur is divided into a 


main compartment, o corridor to one Bide 
and two Himt.il rooms at the end. Tbo 
largest oonipnrtnicni is the hospital proper. 
It contains 24 isolated beds. Each patient 
lies in fronc of two little windows, which 
may be cloned or opened at will. Each bed 
la provided with n littlo movable table, 
and a cord serves to bold all the various 
email objeots which the patlpnt may re- 
quire. 
The corridors on the outside lead 


to the linen closet and the doctor's apart- 
ment.

opened, disclose to view an ice chest, a, 
compartment for tlie disinfection of soiled 
linen, and a provision cellar. If necessary, 
a portion of tho hospital chamber may be 
rinsformed into un operating room fcr 
,.1'gent cases.

A .Luminous Life Line, 


In spite of the magnificent vork of 


the life saving corps o£ the government, 
and regardless of the apparatus for the 
renderins of aid to the shipwrecked 
which is at their command, many a life 
has been lost by the Inability of the 
persons who are clinging to a wreck to 
see the lino shot at them from the 
shore, or, if it reaches the rigging, to 
tell just where it might be seized upon. 
As in such cases minutes mean lives, 
the inability to see and grasp the life 
line without the delay of a second has 
lessened the population of the earth by 
•everal in many many Instances. 


The idea whu h Mr. Plass has suc- 


cessfully evolved is to provide a life 
line which emits a phosphorescent light 
of sufficient luminosity to be visible for 
a long distance immediately it leaves 
the mortar's mouth and is shot through 
the gale and at voss the waves to the 
wreck. In the past, if it happened to 
be daylight \vh«-n the liCe savers were 
at work, they could, by means of their 
glasses, tell whether or not they bad 1 
landed a life line aboard the wreck. It 
unfortunately happens, though, that 
the majority oE wrecks occur at night, 
and therefore a luminous life line be- 
comes an invention of the first impor- 
tance. By its use the life savers can 
tell exactly whit has happened to the 
line. 
There need be no more uncer- 


tainty. 
It is estimated that the luminous line j 


of Mr. Plass will be visible with as 
much distinctness as if the light were 
emitted from a 56 candle power electric 
bulb. In that way, unless the storm 
were too dense, the line would be visi- 
ble its entire length from shore to 
wreck, and the watchers on the beach 
could tell just what progress toward 
safety was being made by those whose 
lives they wrr-e striving to save.— 
Washington Letter in Austin States- 
man.

Senate's Work and Says 


Goodby to the Sen- 


ators. 


HANDSOME PRESENT GIVEN HIM 


He Explains Why the Session Was 


Long and Gives 
Some Advice. 


Feeling Words lor His Fel- 


low Senators Well Re- 


ceived. 


Massachusetts for leadership and wise 
legislation has been strengthened beoauee 
of the deliberation! and action* of the sen- 
ate of 1897. Inthew closing hours there 
Is no lack of harmony, the memories that 
crowd upon us are pleasant onea.and.as 
we part, it is with txprenaion* of friend- 
ship and Rood-wlll that aprlng from the 
heart. May the coming years bring to 
you and yours prosperity and happiness. 


FORTHCOMING DIRECTORY. 


The 
Massachusetts 
legislature got 


through its work Friday afternoon and 
adjourned, not to meet again till January, 
1898, 
The closing hours were marked 


by the uaijal felicities and amenities of 
this goodly ocaaeion, and in these Presi- 
dent Lawrence in the senate and Speaker 
Bates in the house had prominent part. 


It was 2.15 o'clock when the president 


called Mr. Morse of the Cape to the chair, 
and Mr. Bradford of Hampden offered a 
esolutlou of thanks to President Laur- 
ence for the manner in which he had 
>resided over the session. Mr. Bradford 
poke happily in support of his resolu- 
ion. 
In closing he presented Mr. Law- 


ence with a massive silver gold-lined 
oving-cup as a tribute from his fellow- 
members. The resolution of thanka was 
also supported by Mr. Everett of Ply- 
mouth, Koe of Worcester and Hayes of 
Suffolk. The resolution was then unani- 
mously adopted by a rising vote. 


Our North Adams senator and presi- 


dent then delivered the following speech 
n response, that was as graciously deliv- 
ired as it was fitting and felicitous in ex- 
pression, giving more than a goodbye 
md thank-you to think over. President 
jawrence said: 
The legislature of 1897 has finished its 
eork and is now ready foe prorogation. 
During the past five months a very large 
number of matters have occupied our at- 
ention, the questions considered have 
>een complicated and the problems diffi- 
cult to solve, but the members of this sen- 
ite have approached them with patience, 
ndustry and intelligence. The debates 
have been earnest, sometimes Cheated, but 
always courteous, and through them all I 
i<ive observed with satisfaction a spirit of 
"orbearance, a thoughtful toleranceofthe 
)p nion of others aud a s ncere respect for 
.ue conscientious convictions which have 
animated the senators from the first day of 
the session until now. No trace of bitter- 
ness has been left. While there has been 
ionest difference of opinion the motive 
has been clear, a desire to contribute 
something to the welfare of the common- 
wealth, to be "just to all and subservient 
to none." 
I am glad to repeat here what I have 
taken occasion to Fay before during the 
session, that the legislature has been spe- 
cially marked for the fact that it has at- 
tended strictly to business. I do not know 
how a body of men could give more con- 
stant and painstaking attention to public 
duties than has been shown by the senate 
of 1897. I esteem it a duty as well as a 
pleasure to bestow merited praise for such 
work. While there has been no disposi- 
tion to waste time in wordv debate, im- 
portant questions have been carefully dis- 
eased with earnestness and deliberation. 


I do not care to weary you by comment- 


ing at length up*. 
< ihe lessons which this 


session has taught. They are easily per- 
ceived. In spite of our efforts in that direc- 
tion we have been unable to shorten the 
session. The greatest difficulty still con- 
tinues to be in getting petitioners for Itgis- 
latiou to bring their matters before the 
general court at an early date. History 
has again repeated itself. The most import- 
ant matters have not been reported until 
late. I feel constrained to repeat what I 
said at the beginning of the session: In the 
eagerness to reach prorogation there is 
always a temptation to rush matters dur- 
ing the last days, and the hasty consid- 
eration of important questions is danger- 
ous. 
Committees will be doing-a real 


service if they will report such matters as 
early aa possiible so that deliberate, care- 
tul consideration can be given in open 
session as in the committee room. If suc- 
ceeding legislatures will heed that injunc- 
tion I believe it will be lor the public good 
and that it will also prove a most import- 
ant factor in bringing about the much- 
longed-for short session. 


One incident, unique and of surpassing 
interest, will not soon bo forgotten. It 
was a memorable day in our history when 
tbeuennte and house of representative3 
met in joint convention to witness the 
presentation to the governor of the com- 
mon wealth, of Bradford's "History of the 
Plymouth Plantation," that record of "the 
bi.il ding of the state on those sure founda- 
tions which no wave or tempest, have ever 
shaken," As citizens of Massachusetts 
we felt an increased pride in her past and 
a renewed and strengthened confidence in 
her destiny. We thank Senator Hoar for 
all that he did to bring about the return 
of that precious manuscript. Well did he 
say, "Massachusetts will preserve it until 
the time shall come that her children are 
unworthy of it, and that time shall come 
—never," 


Our temporary quarters have proved 


very satisfactory. 
We have seen the ad- 
vantage ot having proper accommodations 
for the public. It has convinced us that 
the old donate chamber, endeared to us aa 
it is by association, is not large enough 
for its purpose and would seem very 
cramped after our experience here* I 
therefore recommended that the old 
house chamber be prepared for the per- 
manent senate cbainber and that the old 
chamber be kept as a reception room. The 
senate heartily concurred in the recom- 
mendations, and as a result the senate of 
1898 will meet in the Buluuch state-house 
in a room so suitable and commodious 
that it cannot fail to be the senate cham- 
ber for at least a century to come. 


The senate will by appropriate resolu- 
tion recognize the able service rendered 
by its clerk, Henry D. Coolidge, and his 
luithtul assistant. The administration of 
the affairs of that office has been faultless. 
I am glad of this opportunity to publicly 
express my own sense of obligation and 
my deep appreciation of his valuable aid. 
The eergeant-at-arms and his courteous 
aids have ever been prompt in the din- 
charge of duty, and I acknowledge my in- 
debtedness to them for their constant and 
watchful attention. 
May our beloved 
chaplain be spared for years of useful and 
inspiring service here. 


I do not know how I can fittingly thank 
you senators and friends, for till the kind- 
ness you have shown to me. The appre- 
ciative words which you have so indul- 
gently spoken today are most gratifying, 
lor my constant effort has been to keep 
the promise I made to you when you 
elected me president of the senate—that I 
would strive with all my might to serve 
you in the spirit of courtesy, fairness and 
independence. For what of success I may 
have gained as a presiding officer, I thauz 
you because it baa been due far mor* to 
hearty, encouraging, helpful co-operation 
on your part than to ability on mine. You 
have made the exacting duties of the po- 
sition exceedingly pleasant. 


But I am willing to confess that I 


wanted more than your respect andooc. 
ndence. 
I wanted your good-will' I 
wanted your affections. That you have 
freely given them to me has been shown 
by innumerable acts during every hour of 
the session. This beautiful gift, this lov- 
ing-cup, typical of the affection of which 
I apeak, will always b* treasured as a 
precious memorial. I thank you for it 
and for the happy memories th'at will be 
treasured while life .lasts. 


The legislative battles are now over. 


The record is made. The legislation en- 
acted here must hear the taats of exper- 
ience. Time alone can detjrjjaine whether 
our work bus been, for th* advancement 
of the people; whether the lair fame of

honor of the visitors. 
The principal 


iker of the evening was Mrs. Palmerl 


who spoke on "The Transformation of 
tiociety." 
The lecture waa largely at- 


tended by the host people of the city. 


Mrs. Palmer described the simplicity of 


the social conditions, methods of travel, 
home life and babita of the people 100 
years ago or even only 50 years ego. And 
then she pointed out the transformed 
world, the world of today. She dwelt on 
its rapidity, stress and complexity, its 
wonderfully changed social and commer- 
cial life, its changed methods of commu- 
nication and travel and its betero-geneous 
society. She considered the great ten- 
dency of the people townward and the 
important sociological problem that it 
presents. 


In this enumeration and comparison of 


social conditions, Mrs. Palmer was pre- 
paring to show the work that education 
has got to do. The schools of New Eng- 
land, she said, are the best in the world 
aud"the best of these are the Massachu- 
setts schools. She had heard praise of 
them in an Alpine pass aud from the Vir- 
ginia mountains. The whole world has 
heard of New England that it is rich and 
good and happy and has the best schools, 
so the world wants to come to New Eng- 
land and enjoy its opportunities and have 
their children taught in its schools. This, 
Mrs. Palmer suys, places a delightful, in- 
spiring, yet weighty responsibility upon 
Massachusetts and her schools. The facts 
today are that in Boston scbool-fula of 
children are being taught English who 
were not in this country a year ago. They 
are in the kindergarten as in the other 
schools; in one kindergarten of 20 pupils,, 
eight nationalities are represented. 


But Massachusetts is not paying too 


much for her schools. The earning ca- 
pacity of her people per capita is much 
more than the earning capacity of the 
people of other states. Thus too much, is 
not paid for her schools, viewed in, this 
practical way. In fact more IB paid Col. 
Waring's men for cleaning the streets of 
the city of New York than is paid by the 
state of Massachusetts for the education 
of her children. Thestate boarJ of edu- 
cation feels gratified that there is an in- 
crease shown in teacher's salaries in the 
past year, though the average salary, the 
higb priced man with the country teacher, 
is only $50 a week. 


Mrs. Palmer wants a transformed peo. 


pie to live in this transformed world. 
There has been much dependence placed 
on legislation, but legislation, it has been 
found will not transform character. The 
transforming is left for education to do. 
And Mrs. Palmer says, If some good fairy 
would grant us our request on behalf of 
our children which should we ask? Would 
we not ask for better health, high appre- 
ciation of beauty, higher tastes 
and 


stronger patriotism ? Let us clean out 
our school rooms and not be ao irreverent 
as to attribute deaths to 
Providence, 


which we, in this age of science, can trace 
to unoleanlinees. Let us give our child- 
ren a love lor beauty by surrounding 
them as far as possible with things of 
beauty, that they may demand better 
homes ahd have a better appreciation ot 
beautiful nature. 
We should cultivate 


higher tastes, a taste for good books. We 
should make tha companions of our 
children be the heroes and great men of 
history so that they may be saved from 
tue poisoning literature of the times. If 
we do these things we shall cultivate a 
strong patriotism*. 


Col. 
Stoddurd, who had the honor of 


presiding, introduced President Carter 
when Mrs. Palmer had finished. Mr. 
Carter spoke very pleasantly, entertain- 
ing more than instructing. Ue isaid that 
by tbe sovereignty of the board of educa- 
tion he was made visitor to the North 
Adams normul school and that he should 
lira to carry out tbe instruction of Col, 
Stoddard to say "yea" to the requests of 
the school. He disputed the assertion 
that North Adama ia a purely commercial 
city by instancing its higher spirit shown 
in the part it took in helping to build the 
normal school. He was alao against the 
statement that there was no need of more 
normal schools, a statement he had heard 
when the building of the North Adams 
school was being considered. 


Principal Murdock said a few words and 


then the large audience went over to the 
principal's bolise to mee
